Major Lester D. Gardner tells Barron’s

A BIG CHANCE FOR MR. NEW 
From the Detroit News. 
Postmaster-General 
New, 
discussing 
the boost in railway mail rates allowed 
by the interstate commerce commission, 
said that his dep artment could never bal­ 
ance its finances as long as other bodies 
fix its rates of p ostage and its exp endi­ 
tures. 
This is correct, but it also indicates 
that Mr. New has fallen into a state of 
mind held by certain of his p redecessors, 
that p ostal exp enses must be p aid out of 
p ostal revi^ues. 
Following the same line 
cf reasoning, Mr. New added that he is 
required by statute to increase p arcel p ost 
rates, the interstate commerce commis­ 
sion concurring, if the p arcel p ost now 
ceases to p ay its way because of the in­ 
creased railway rates. 
If Mr. New will read the statute again, 
he will discover that this is scarcely its 
p urp ort. 
If the p arcel p ost revenue, un­ 
der the cheap er scheduel adop ted in the 
act, “p ermanently render the cost of the 
service greater than the receip ts,” the 
p ostmaster-general is directed, with the 
consent of the interstate commerce com­ 
mission, to reorganize the whole p arcel 
p ost sy stem— not the 
rates 
alone—not 
only to insure an adequate revenue, but 
“in order to p romote the service to the 
p ublic.” 
In other words, congress had in mind 
that the rates and 
conditions 
adop ted 
might not p rove the best for the p romo­ 
tion of the p arcel p ost business, and it 
therefore p ut the resources of the inter­ 
state commerce commission at the service 
of the p ostoffice dep artment to figure out 
hew to make the p arcel p ost more effic­ 
ient- 
By 
raising 
rates? 
Not if that 
would drive business away . 
The p urp ose 
of the statute is rather to give the coun­ 
try the greatest p ossible service at the 
lowest p ossible cost; and certainly that is 
not to be done by driving p arcel p ost busi­ 
ness to the exp ress comp anies and other 
arriers. 
It would seem that instead of being 
critical, Mr. New ought to thank con­ 
gress for giving him an op p ortunity such 
as no p ostmaster-general has ever had. 
He can reform the p arcel p ost along the 
best ousiness 
lines, 
aided by the com­ 
merce commission and without interfer­ 
ence from 
con ur css. 
He 
can 
change 
weight limits, adop t new zone boundaries, 
admit new classifications of mail to the 
p arcel p ost, lower p ostal rates, work out 
the best p ossible scheme for increasing 
business. 
Let him get busy !
